Tke Government Outi'ago at 
Casainr 



Tho Government organ of Friday 
morning made an effort to deny our sttite- 
nienithafc Mr. Adams, tlio Government 
Agentdiad declared fcho claims of the or- 
iginal prospectors of Oassiar for- 
feited; and after a sneer at "tho 
honest minor" it buries itsliead to the 
jowls in the Government pap-bowl 
and dismisses tho subject. Every 
statement that has appeared in these 
columns with respect to tho oufc- 
rago on the rights of Cassiar uiinei'B is 
siiRooptiblo of tho strongest proof, and 
the Government has been in 
in possession of all tho facts for at 
least 30 days, in tho shape of a report 
from tho Agent himself, — yet the 
Government has taken no action iu the 
premises, although there has boon 
ample opportunity to do so, but has in- 
structed its tired organ to deny tho 
truth of the rumor. Could official 
audacity further go? After tho ap- 
pearance of The Coionist of Friday 
■we learn that the Government acknow- 
ledged that its Agent has acted as we 
stated; but it meanly attempted to shel- 
ter itself behind that official's back. 
Too thin! Look tit the conduct of 
Hon. Mr. Beaven when Mr. Win. Bath 
carried his record to him and asked 
him to issue Free Miner's Certificates. 
He refused to date thoso certificates 
from tho day tho record was made, 
(early in September); but insisted upon 
dating them on the 27th of November. 
Why, at that very time the Chief Com- 
missioner had reason to believe from 
Mr. Adams' report to the Government 
that the claims had been declared for- 
feited and had been most unjustly 
jumped. Had the certificates been is- 
sued in September, the date of the 
record, the claims might have been 
held in defiance of all comers; but to 
date them in November is to say, in 
plain terms, "These men wero not 
Free Miners until nearly two months 
after they took up their ground." 
There is but one way for the Govern- 
ment to extricate itself from this diffi- 
culty and prevent serious trouble. It 
should at once publish a notice dis- 
avowing tho act of tho Agent at Cas- 
sirtr in declaring the claims forfeited, 
and the shameful act of the Chief Com- 
missioner in postdating tho certificates. 
Then it should send, early in the sea- 
son, an experienced gentleman (we 
know of none more competent than 
Judge OTlielly, in whoso judgment 
' the miners would implicitely rely) to 
place the rightful owners of the claims 
in possession; and, finally, if thought 
necessary, after tho high-handed pro- 
ceeding of the CJiiof Commissioner in 
falsifying the mining record, to bring 
in a bill to confirm the titles of tho 
original holders to tho claims. Unless 
this advice is followed we shall have 
the miners when they re-enter the dig- 
gings next Spring carrying a Free 
Miner's Certificate in the one hand 
and a Henry rifle in the other; and tho 
very worst scenes that have disgraced 
California, the land of gold andblood, 
will he re-enacted on our own soil. 

We had got thus far in considering this 
grave question when wo came across a 
Standard of yesterday, i u which w o find 
tliat its fiat denial of the day before is 
"Withdrawn and tlio public are told' that 
the Attorney-General will prepare a bill 
to confirm tlio miners in their property 
notwithstanding the- illegal acts of tho 
Agent. The same issue contains a letter 
from Mr. Adams in which that gentleman 
substantiates all that we have written on 
the subject and makes out a very poor 
ca o for himself. From his letter we 
gather that tho Agent decided against the 
legality of the claims for theso reasons: 
1st, Because the miners slandered him; 
2nd, Because thoy did not recorJ with 
him; 8rd, Beeauso they were not Free 
Minors when they staked oiF their olaims. 
As history records that better men than 
Mr, Adams have been slandered and re- 
viled and some of them put to death, 
that reason is unworthy tho notice of sen- 
sible men'. The second reason is equally 
weak because tlio Agent acknowledges that 
ho refuBod to recognize Mr. Rath'sreeord, 
or to dato tho licenses from tlio date that 
tho claims were first recorded and stak- 
ed out. Had Mr. Bath consented to this 
arrangement, he would havo been acting 
very foolishly, because then tho claims 
would havo been liable to be jumped, uil- 
less all parties went back to the creek 
and roBtakod tho ground with tho Free 
Miners' Certificates iu their hands. The 
third reason assigned shows Hint Hid 
Agent made a blunder in refusing to date 
the certificates back, because if the miners 
had no rights uiHil he conferred them 
their whole action up to that point must 
hiivo.been illegal. Tho surrender of tho 
record 1 , then, would have meant the sur- 
render of their claims, and had they com- 
plied with tho ridiculous demand they 
could havo boon ousted legally. As it is, 
they havo pursued a proper and legal 
course. They are fortunate in having 
placed their interests in tho hands of 31 r. 
Bath, who has shown himself able and 
willing to defend thorn. Tho conduct of 
Mr, Adams, on tho other hand, (liko that 
of tho Chief Commissioner) baa been 
peltofogging, shuffling, mischievous, stu- 
pid and illegal. Jlia acts prove his entire 
unfitness for his position, whilst his let- 
tor exhibits an amount of rancor mid 
spleen against men who havo spout the 
host part of their lives in trying to bene- 
fit tho I'rovinoo which, coming from a 
public oflioor, is, to use the mildest term, 
uimply disgraceful.

So f ar aa my memory serves mo 
here is what Williams says about tho men 
in question! '.'Harper and company went 
to Fort St. Johns last fall und got them- 
solves some vegetables and have wiulerod 
on Middle River. They aro all well this 
spring and in good spirits. I havo just 
returned from Middle river where I havo 
been helping them to make tho portage. 
They are gone to the Deloiro River. If 
they strike any diggings tlioy will bo 
back here this fall (Fort St. Johns). 1 
shall keep you and other friends posted." 

So you soo, Mr. Editor, according to 
Williams' letter tti» men wore wull and 
hearty last spring. But let us suppose 
that the men have returned, to Fort St. 
Johns this fall, what means have we got 
of knowing this? None whatever. I am 
inclined to tho bolief that Mr. Harper 
and party, after prospecting the lower 
portion of t he Deloiro River, will winter 
at one of tho Hudson Bay Company's 
Forts this winter, and next spring will 
take the same course that Mr. McC till on git 
took and will find their way into the Cas- 
siar mines or thereabout. Or we shall 
hear from them by the way of Fort St. 
Johns next spring. Tlio Middlo River 
that Williams speak of in his letter emp- 
ties into tho Poaeo River between tho 
Rocky mountain portage and Fort St. 
Johns. My reason for writing this letter 
is to remove all anxiety that may oxiat in 
the mind.fof the public for the 'safely of 
Harper and Company. I am almost 
certain that Mr. Dunlevy or ."Jr. Allen 
Graham received a letter from Harper 
last spring.

Others 
of my companions aro old miners who 
held valid free miner's certificates when 
they started . but which ran out before 
they got hack Mr. Adams' letter 
abounds in other and still more gross 
mistatements. He attacks us for taking 
up creek and bench claims as one, when* 
ho ought to know the law allows us one 
of each description. He speaks of the 
lino climate of the country as if he had a 
profound knowledge of it, when ho had 
not approached within 150 miles of it, and 
took precious good care not to exposo his 
valuable (?) life to tho rigors of tho sea- 
son whioh we had braved. He insinuates 
that wo are impostors by calling us tho 
"protendeddiscovoreis. 

But tho strongest point which thishigh 
and mighty oftieial'dresse'd in a liltle^biief 
authority'' makes against us is that some 
of our party "slandered" him. With 
Shakespeare I am inclined to ask 



That no man may discuss him or his 
acts ? For having "slandered" him wo 
aro to bo dispossessed of our rightful pro- 
perty.

Statue of Stonewall Jack- 
con. 

During the war a number of English 
gentlemen who sympathized with the 
Southern cause united, in the efiort to 
procure a suitable memorial of the 
great Virginia soldier who fell at 
Chancellorville. Several distinguished 
persons, among - them Hon. Beresford 
Hope, M. 1'., and Ml*. Gregory, now 
Governor-General of Ceylon, inter- 
ested themselves earnestly in the move- 
ment, and in a very short time a suffi- 
cient fund was raised, and the order 
was given an artist. Mr. Foley, who 
was chosen, is probably thefirst of liv- 
ing English sculptors, and those who 
have opportunities of determining the 
basis on wliieh his reputation rests, ex- 
press their belief that this work will be 
of the highest order of art. 

The statue is of bronze, of a heroic 
size, and represents tlie hero as stand- 
ing in a favorite attitude of absorbing 
thought. The work was completed 
some timo since, but, owing to circum- 
stances which can lie better under- 
stood than expressed, the donors have 
postponed its shipment to this country. 
Lately, however, Mr. Hope has written 
to a Virginian officer who was the inti- 
mate friend and comrado of General 
.Jackson, asking his advice as to the 
best disposition to bo mr.de of the sta- 
tue, and tlie rociopient of this commu- 
nication has consulted with other Con- 
federate officers. As yet, no determin- 
ation has been arrived at; but it cannot 
long- befor;; the site will bo chosen, 
and Bomefavorod spot of Virginia's 
soil be consecrated by an enduring 
monument to one whose genius and 
heroism illustrated in life and death 
all the highest virtues of the race from 
which he sprung. — llkhmond 'Enquirer,

Hedge had hardly 
reached the ground, when young Brown 
pulled a revolver and put a ball through 
his brother-in Jaw's brain, the ball enter- 
ing above the left eyoand passing entire- 
ly through the head. Brown mounted a 
horse and escaped. 



Coal i:a England. 

Tlie price of eoal in England is from 
eighty to a hundred per cent dearer 
than it was two years ago. They burn 
or send abroad at piesent about one 
hundred and twenty million tons per 
annum. Of these, seventy-live mil- 
lions go for home manufactures, ten 
millions for export, ten millions in 
smelting, forging, eoal getting and the 
like, and only fifteen millions aroused 
for domestic purposes. Thus a com- 
paratively small increase of this sup- 
ply would give back tho old reasonable 
prices, just us a slight enhancement 
of the demand for iron and commer- 
cial purposes has been at the bottom 
of the recent advance. Professor 
Leone Leir has recently made some 
statements which are very encouraging. 
He asserts that there is nothing like a 
pressing deficiency of coal in tlie king- 
dom; the Royal Commissioners have 
estimated the amount of it lying above 
the Permian straits at ninety thousand 
millions of tons, and if they go deeper 
down under the new rod sandstone 
they judge that they might find an- 
other fifty tons. There is a glow in 
these figures, a souse of plenty of coal 
to poke which is almost, as good as a 
fall of five •shillings per ton, and the 
professor's statistics may be said to 
emit a positively cheerful blnze when 
he says that, they ought to get eoal at 
reasonable prices for four hundred 
years to come.
